On e o f the o ld time p ressu res has 
been fo u n d in a gas well which was 
drilled o n the Charles Hu go farm, 
n o rthwest o f the city fo r the Ru sh­ 
v ille Natu ral Gas 
co mp an y . 
The 
well was 
drilled by Ed 
Atk in s o r 
Carthage. As a ru le the gas wells o f 
the p resen t day are drilled in Tren ­ 
to n ro ck to the dep th o f twelv e feet, 
bu t the p ressu re o f this o n e was so 
great that it was o n ly drilled to the 
dep th o f six feet in the ro ck . 
It will register o n ly the o rdin ary 
p ressu re o f 3 0 0 p o u n ds, bu t it do es 
it in abo u t two min u tes, whereas in 
mo st wells it tak es fro m twen ty 7 to 
six ty min u tes to ru n u p a 3 0 0 p o u n d 
p ressu re. 
Pieces o f co al an d ro ck 
weighin g as mu ch as 80 0 grain s were 
dro p p ed in the ho le, bu t each time 
they were thro wn in to the air by the 
tremen do u s fo rce o f the o u trashin g 
gas.

the 
marble- 
oom. 
It might be remarked, in pas­ 
sing, that the library contains forty- 
three miles of shelving and two mil - 
ion volumes. 
Here may be seen Ro­ 
man antiqutjes 
discovered 
in 
the 
British Isles; portraits of 
Roman 
emperors arranged in chronological 
mler. 
They begin with Julius Cae­ 
sar and end with Severus. We noted 
as we passed along the bust of Ho­ 
mer. the greatest poet of Greece. 
In the next room stands the lovely 
Townlev Venus, which, with the rest 
f the Townley collection, was pur­ 
chased for $100,000.00. On the right 
a very beautiful head of 
Apollo 
supposed to be under the influence of 
music. 
We now ascended the stair­ 
case and entered the room of A r­ 
chaic Greek sculpture. The works in 
this room belong to the sixth cen­ 
tury B. f . 
The attempt of those 
old artists to depict human faces wa 
a failure, but their imitation of the 
forms of animals were more success­ 
ful; 
some of them almost |» erfeet. 
Along the length of the room, on 
either side, are seated figures hewn 
out of large blocks of stone, brought 
from the sacred way leading to the 
temple of Apollo at Brachidae, near 
Miletus. 


We now passed 
into 
the 
Greek 
ante-room which contained one 
of 
the most beautiful 
and 
celebrated 
w’orks in the Museum— the seated 
Dementer. found by Sir C. Newton at 
Cnidos. 
Tn the figure are combined 
the sorrows of a mother with the 
dignity of a goddess. 
We now en­ 
tered the Ephesus room which 
con­ 
tain the remains of the temple of 
Diana of Ephesus which w*as built in 
the time of Alexander the Great and 
was one of the most splendid build­ 
ings in the world at that time. 
The 
New* Testament refers to this tm- 
ple in the following language: “This 
Paul hath 
persuaded 
and 
turned 
away many people, saying that there 
be no gods which are 
made 
with 
hands; so that the temple of the 
great goddess Diana should be dis- 
pised, and her magnificence should 
be distroyed, whom all Asia and the 
wmrld worshipped. 
And when they 
heard these sayings they were full of 
w’rath, and cried out, saying, ‘Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians!” The pe­ 
culiar feature of this temple, set up 
and preserved by Christian hands, is 
its senlptured columns, 
some 
re­ 
mains of which are shown on the 
opposite side of the room. 
Passing 
into the 
Elgin-room we 


behold some of ti*e greatest treasure 
of the Museum, namely, original m ar­ 
bles from the Parthenon at Athens. 
They are the work of Phidias in the 
fifth century B. C. 
The collection 
cost $175,000.00. Many parts of the 
ruined temple as well as the statues 
are here shown and we are positive 
that they are all original. There is a 
recumbent statute personifying one 
of the river gods of Attica, celebra­ 
ted for the perfection of its anatomy. 
In the next room called the Phig- 
aleian room, is the collection from 
the temple of Apollo in 
Arcadia. 
There is a collection of Greek tomb­ 
stones in this room most remarka­ 
ble for their lack of suggestion of 
despair 
and 
extravagance. 
The 
dead are represented in some simple 
attitude of domestic life or love. In 
one is seen a lady in the act of put­ 
ting on a bracelet; in another, a dy­ 
ing mother commits her ehild to the 
care of a servant. 
They seem to 
speak to us in the tender words of 
Tennyson: 


“No longer caring to embalm 
In dying songs a dead regret. 
But like a statue solid set, 
And moulded in colossal calm.” 


Another form of Greek tombstone, 
surrounded by a vase of exquisite 
beauty and 
grace, 
impresses 
the 
beholder with far 
more 
reverence 
than such ornaments do on modern 
tombsones. 
About the center of the 
room i-i a statute of a mourning wo­ 
man of th? fourth century B. C. 
We now passed into 
the 
room 
known 
as the 
Mausoleum 
room 
where i- seen the remains of the 
famous tomb of Mausolus. at Uali- 
carnassos, which was one 
of 
thi 
wonders of the ancient 
world, 
am. 
from which the world 
mausoleum is 
lerived. 
The 
structure 
compares 
favorably with a description of Mau- 
solus who said of himself, “ I was a 
tall, handsome man and formidable 
in war.” 
The frieze of the walls il­ 
lustrates a battle 
between 
Greeks 
and Amazons. 
Some remains 
of 
color are a lso soon. 
Passing out of this room we en­ 
tered the room called Nereid room. 
Tn this room are shown the sculp­ 
tures discovered in Lycia by Sir C. 
Fellows. The statutes of the Nereids, 
from which the monument takes its 
name, 
rest 
on 
Marine 
creatures, 
typifing the scenes over which the 
Nereids are supposed to be moving. 
Passing hurriedly through the As­ 
syrian galleries, 
we 
entered 
the 
Egyptian galleries. 
Here is a collec­ 
tion which covers a period of about 
four thousand years from H. 
3 8 9 0 
to A. D. 3 50 . They are arranged in 
chronological order. This is the most 
ancient collection in the entire build­ 
ing. 
We noticed a black granite fig­ 
ure of the goddess Pasht; 
the head 
of a eollosal statute, Thodnes the 
third, discovered at Camack, and 
who, it is said erected Cleopatra’s 
needle, 
now’ 
standing in 
London; 
another obelisk which stands in the 
Place de la Concorde, Paris; and the 
one which stands in Central Park, 
New York City. We 
next 
noticed 
monuments of the time of Ramesef 
II. 
This period has been described 
as the Augustan age of Egypt, when 
the arts attained their highest de­ 
gree of perfection. 
It is Rameses 
11. who has been identified as the 
Pharoah 
who oppressed 
the child­ 
ren of Israel, and for whom they 
built the “treasure cities. Pithom and 
Rameses.” The birth 
of 
Moses is 
dated in this reign. 
Tf so, Moses 
was adopted by the king’s daughter, 
and may have beheld some of the 
very effigies now placed in this sa ­ 
loon. In the southern gallery we saw- 
wooden figures of kings; 
limestone 
seated figures ; gigantic beetles, which 
were regarded as emblems of life by 
the Egyptians; statutes representing 
the myth of Osiris and in the center 
of the room the 
famous 
Rossetta 
stone. 
This stone was discovered by 
the French in 179G near the mouth 
of the Nile river. 
It is the key to 
the translation 
of many hierogly­ 
phics which 
before 
its 
discovery 
could not be translated. 
We now 
entered what is known as the Assy­ 
rian Transcipt. Here are monuments 
and relics of Ninivah and Babylon, 
familiar to all readers of the his­ 
tory of the Old Testament. 
We no­ 
ted especially those monuments from 
the palace of Sargon, B. C. 725. The 


two colossal human-headed bulls are 
placed, as they originally stood, at 
the entrance of a hall in the palace. 
On the west side are eollosal winged 
lions, similarly found in the palace 
of Ashur-nasir-pal, king of Assyria, 
B. C. 
8 8 5-8 60, at Nimroud, the an­ 
cient Calah. 
Notice that the ani­ 
mals have five legs, so 
that 
they 
should appear perfect both from the 
front and side. 
Layard’s account 
of his first discovery of these collo- 
ssal figures (a sight of which may 
tiave suggested to Ezekial his vision 
of the cherubim) is very interesting: 
—“I used to contemplate for hours 
hese mysterious emblems, 
and 
to 
muse over their real end and history. 
What more noble forms could have 
ushered the people into the temple 
of their gods? 
What more sublime 
images could have 
borrowed 
from 
nature by men who sought, unaided 
by the light of revealed religion, to 
embody their conception of the w-is- 
dom, power and ubiquity of a Su­ 
preme Being? They could find no 
better type of intellect and know­ 
ledge, then the head of a man; of 
ubiquity, than the wings of a bird; 
of strength then the body of a lion. 
These winged 
human-headed 
lions 
had for tw’enty-five 
centuries been 
hidden from the eye of man, and they 
now stood forth once more in their 
ancient majesty.” 
On the right is the Nimroud gal­ 
lery. 
Here are a number of slabs

Notice in the early Christian cases, a 
silver casket which belonged to a 
Roman bride named Projecta, who 
lived about A. D. 500. 
The reliefs 
chased on the sides of the casket il­

Venus 
seated on a shell, 
Tritons, Amorini, etc. Also Projecta 
being led to the palace of the bride­ 
groom, whose nafAe is Secundus. The 
inscription on .the lid reads “May you 
live in Christ, Secundus and Projecta.”

Thousands 
of 
Ix^utiful 
vases 
are here seen of all 
styles, 
sizes and material. 
It was a custom 
among the Greeks to use vases at 
funerals and many were buried in the 
tombs. 
Those who won prizes at the

games had 
these prizes, 
which were usually vhses of some 
description, buried with them when 
they died. 
From these tombs thus 
enriched were taken the vases which 
are here shown. 
There is a Bronze room containing 
a fine collection of Greek and Roman 
bronzes. In the Etruscan room, con­ 
taining memorials of a once famous 
nation, may be seen,a glass case con­ 
taining a large collection of surgical 
instruments, used by the Greeks and 
Romans, which bears testimony to

firmed the W ithdraw al of 35,073,164 


A cres Additional Under Provisions of 


Act He W orked So Hard to Secure. 


Beverly, Mass., July 8.—Presid en t 
Taft has an n oun ced that un d er 
the re­ 
cen t act of con gress provid in g for the 
presid en t’s valid ation of withd rawals 
of public lan d s, he has affirmed the 
withd rawal of 35,073,164 acres of coal 
lan d in Washin gton , Arizon a, Utah, 
Colorad o an d North an d South Dakota. 
Of this total 20,688,469 acres, compris­ 
in g the withd rawals 
in North an d 
South Dakota, had n ot previously been 
authorized an d are n ow. The remain ­ 
d er, 14,374,695 acres, were withd rawn 
un d er the previous ad min istration , but 
were con sid ered as d oubtful title. The 
act of the presid en t merely makes the 
withd rawals before legal, an d will stop 
an y question bein g raised in the fu­ 
ture. 
This is the secon d time within a few 
d ays that the presid en t has mad e use 
of the n ew valid ation act. It was this 
law which he urged so con sisten tly on 
con gress at the last session an d which 
he regard s as the van guard of his con ­ 
servation bills. Un d er valid ation s an ­ 
n oun ced previously the presid en t con ­ 
firmed withd rawals of phosphate, pe­ 
troleum an d power site lan d s amoun t­ 
in g to practically 8,500,000 acres. The 
lan d just taken from the public d o­ 
main by executive ord er was in d orsed 
for withd rawal by the geological sur­ 
vey.
